Treason Trials Iu llnglaml. 

Six of the arrested Fenians are to be 
prosecuted lor treason by the British Gov- 
ernment. Of course tnat Government is 
not responsible for all the nonsense uttered 
by its subjects; but it strikes Americans 
oddly thai the same people und the same 
journals which but lately demanded iu the 
name of hninauity liberty, and so fdrtb, 
that Jeff. Davis should not even be tried, 
hut shou'd, w ith all Ids fellow-conspirators, 
receive an unconditional pardon and re- 
lease, now consent, without the slightest 
hesitation, to see six men, guilty of no over 
act, prosecuted for the arlnM Of treason. 

These Fenians plotted a revolt, Jefferson 
Davis carried Ids plot into action; they art- 
supposed to have intended levying war 
agsiust their government, he was tho came 
of a million deaths; ihey are to be tried, 
but he, ace trding to the same authorities, 
ought to he released. To hang ili^m, it 
they are found guuty, will boall right, lrom 
the Uutjiish point of vb-w ; but even to put 
Davis to the inconvenience of au anest is 
considered scandalous and inhuman in us. 
It is as though a householder should insist 
upon his own right to shoot a burglar, but 
urgently recommends his neigubors to in- 
vite the housebreaker to diouer. 

Xhfl truth is, we suppose, that the British 
Government, warned by the terrible mis- 
fortunes brought upon this country by Mr. 
Buchanan s imbecility and trilling iu L86B 
and lS'ol, has made up its mind that it is 
cheaper and w iser to be energetic iu the be- 
ginning, und to nip a revolt in the 
bud. And no sensible, man will blame 
it far n ing precaution^ to prevt nf 
bloodshed und ruin. But surely, in 
Um lace of such proceedings as those 
against the Fenians, of which all parties in 
England have approved, it is indecent iu 
Buglishmen to ootrudo upon us, or upon 
our Go vi rnniant. sen.imeutal ad viae about 
imtgiiHuiuihy to a man whose bitter and 
stupid persistence alone coutiuued our 
bkwdy struggle lor more than a year alter 
t he Bl 'Uibern p< ople were reauy and anxious 
togiM' it up, and recognised its hopeless- 
ue--; and whose nfraonsl hatred amlambi- 
i Ian did more than any agitation of fools 
iike Yan: ey to ripen the dark-plot. Or is it 
only when a man has brought ruin upon a 
whole land, has brought mourning to every 
third household in the country, and has 
fastened upon his countrymen a terrible 
debt and hiied the laud with maimed and 
disabled citizens, that iu the eyes of Fng- 
li-lim -n bis treason ceases to be a crime*—

about Sullrage. 

The intelligent and impartial correspon- 
dent of tho Boston Advertiser, who, in let- 
ters written from North Carolina, is fur- 
nishing much that is interesting and valua- 
ble concerning the negro and his situation 
iu North Carotins, says: 

So far as I can learn, the intelligent col- 
ored men are pleading very little as yet for 
the iigiit ot suffrage, out very much for the 
right to testify iu the courts. "We can live 
without a vote, but not without the right to 
speak lor ourselves," said one of them tome 
at Gieeusborough— anticipating the senti- 
m -uts of the lame barber here who ob- 
served, as he brushed my hair this morn- 
ing, and emphasized his words with a 
thump on my bead, for which he made me 
a hundred apologies, "to be sure, sab, we 
wants to vole, but, sah, de great matt- r is 
to get into de witness box." Out- of the 
beading lawyers of the western part of tbe 
State, a ti nner District Attorney and mem- 
ber of the Legislature, told a friend of mine 
that ho knows no prominent member of the 
bar who does not favor the admission to the 
courts of negro evidence; and it is certain 
thai Hon. B. L. Moore, of Italeigh, one of 
the leading public men of the State, and 
confessedly with lew superiors at the bar, 
was elected a delegate to the couveution in 
Jace of the undenied charge, much urged 
by his opjK>nents, that he will at the proper 
time, bsenm the people, advocate the admis- 
sion of the negro to the witness stand. The 
question did not come before the conven- 
tion in any shape, but I understand many 
delegates stand upon the ground occupied 
by Afr. Moore, and I think there is reason 
to hope that this measure of justice will 
lina mime good liietiis in the eomiug Leg- 
islature.

Lynch Law in town— A Horse Thief 
Taken from Jail and lianged. 

We have chronicled the arred of Heiner, 
the notorious horse-thief, in Wisconsin, and 
the fact of his b.dng in jail at DeWitt. Now 
we have to record another episode in his 
career. 

[net Wednesday night, about one o'clock, 
Sheriff Griswold heard a knock at his door. 
Be was lying on ■ lounge dressed, with s 
lamp burning, and the jail keys at hand, as 
he had passed every night siuct? the prison- 
er's arrival. Inquiring who was without, 
and receiving some ambiguous but satis- 
factory reply, QrietroU opened the door, 
when a rush was made! He was borne iu- 
to a dark room, and held fast by three 
men, while others took the light and the. 
keys and proceeded through tho jail to 
Heiner's cell. The sh ritfcall- d out, awak- 
snlna Ida wife and two men in the house, 
but before any assistance could be rendered 
the horse thief was beyond rescue. The 
vigilance men lost no time. By the time 
Mr-. Qriawold reached the side of her hna- 
batid, Heiner had bean carried out iu th? 
grasp of half it dozen men, and QrisWOld 
released. The jail doors wore found safe]} 
re! , ked, and no other prisoners disturi -d 
or permitted to escape. The crowd dis- 
played an ominous locking rope, when in 
the house, and a wagon drove rapidly off 
immediately after Heiner was taken out. 
The sheriff and bia friends mounted their 
horses, but search in tho darkness was 
fruitless. 

Next day the tracks of two other teams 
and wagou3 w as fouud just north of town. 
The sheriff followed up in that direction, 
aud saw men, who, though professing to 
know nothing of Heiner, jet were very 
positive he would steal no more horses! 

A fow persons were at rrrst disposed to 
think that tho midnight crowd was com- 
posed of the villain's confederates, and that 
his rescue was the objc-cl; but Mr. Griswold 
Is perfectly convinced, front the bearing of 
bis visitors, that they meant death to tho 
hor.-o thief, and that M has been decently 
buried. — Lyons Mirror, Slat! 

Mr. Seward on Secretary Stanton. 

Mr. Seward, in his recent speech at Au- 
burn, N. Y., said of the Secretary of War: 

Of Mr. Stanton, I am to spe'ik in even 
more exalted praise. [Applaud.] My ac- 
quaintance with him began amid the hours 
of deep and overwhelming solicitude which 
filled what may justiy be culled an inter- 
regnum which occurred between tho elec- 
tion of Abraham Lincoln, to the Presiden- 
cy, in November, l&Xi, and his inaugura- 
tion, amid the dangers of revolution, siege 
and assassination in March, 1881, and while 
I i twin M. Stanton waa an acting member 
of the waning administration of James 
Boohanan. From that time, th rough all 
tbe period which elapsed uutil April. 18(55, 
when the siege of Ihe capital w as raised, and 
the fearful tragedy of the country was closed 
with the assassination of the Chief Mag- 
istrate who had saved it, I hourly saw and 
cioseiy OOServea, liy night and by day, th i 
Secretsry of War. I saw him organize and 
conduct a war of pure repression, greiter 
than any war which mankind had before 
experienced. In all that time, I saw no 
great or serious error committed. I anw, 
as you have all seen, tho greatest military 
results; achievfd— results which the whole 
world regarded as impossible. Thero is 
not one ol those results that is not more or 
less directly due to tho fertile invention, sa- 
gacious preparation, aud indomitable per- 
severance and energy of the Secretin' of 
War. [Applause] I have never known 
him to express or even betray a thought in 
r» gard to our country which was not divine. 
What remains to bed-mo, by exibitiu^ mil- 
itary force, in bringing the insurrectionary 
States out from anarchy into a condition of 
iuternal peace and co-operation with the 
Government, may be safely trusted to nim. 



Thacfceray on Death. 

The following passage on death occma 
In a letter from Thackeray to htB friend 
Reed, of Philadelphia: 

There are half a dozen houses I already 
know In Philadelphia where 1 could find 
very pleasan' friends and company, and 
that good, old Library would give me'plenty 
ol scqnaintanoea more. But home, and 
my parents there, and some few friends I 
have made in the last twenty-five years, 
and a tolerably fair prospect of an honest 
livelihood on the familiar London llag- 
stones, aud the Library at the Atheneum, 
and the ride in the Park, and the pleasant 
society afterwards; and a trip to Paris, now 
and ag-iiu, and to Switzerland and Italy in 
the Summer— these are little temptations 
which make me not discontented with my 
lot, about which I grumble only for pastime 
and because it is an Englishiuau's privi- 
lege. Own now that all these recreations 
hero enumerated have a pleasant sound. I 
hope I shall lire to enjoy them yet a little 
wmle, before I go to "Nox ot donms oxilis 
Piutouia." whither poor, kind, old Peter 
has vanished.

While I do not fully agree with Geu. Jor- 
dan upon all points, I yet thought it every 
way desirable that the views of a man who 
had special opportunities of judging should 
in- preaented to the public.

The LeKislature of California, electe-d 
September dtb, is composed of thirty-three 
Republicans to seven Democrats in the 
Senate, aud fifty-nine Republicans to 
twenty-one Democrats in the Hou>e— ot 
aixly-Tour majority on joiut ballot. In Baif 
Francisco, the "Ions" and "short" fictions 
of the Republican party ran seperate 
tickets, whereby the Democrats got half the 
delegation. In Sacramento, tho "short," 
malssesd w ith the Democrats, giving to the 
iauer the sounty arnoaarn return for the 
Legislative delegation. The interior coun- 
ties almost uniformly straight Republican. 
There was ■ general ticket at this election, 
but on Wednesday, October 4th, the SUte 
woula elect a Justice of the Supreme Court 
for ten years, besides local judicial offiosrs. 
Judge S. W. Sanderson, of* PirteerviUe, was 
the Republican candidate for re-election; 
the Democrats hud net nominated, at last 
its. The Legislature meets on Mon- 
day, December 4tb, aud has a United States 
Senator to elect, vice McDougall. Governor 
Low wdl probably succeed in tho race, al- 
though ha has strong competitors in Cor- 
nelius 0 >ie and Aaron A. Sargent, with 
Frederit'k Billings and James M, Hhaiu-r

Slavery has therefore ceased to be a na- 
tional system. It is denounced and con- 
demned by tbat Government cf wbi' h Ken- 
tucky is a part, the status of its late subjects 
U ebau«ed, and is now by that Government 
defined to be that of free inhabitants, with 
tbe capacity to become citizens; that in th»-ir 
new relation they become directly respon- 
sible to this Government for the perform- 
ance of such duties as may be imposed 
upon them, aud are no longer bound to sub- 
mit to slavery, eveu if the attempt is made 
to impose it upon them. 

But it is not by this method only that 
slavery has been successfully ussailed. 
Before the President's proclamation, thede- 
Ofaaivs period already referred to, there 
were in round numbers four millions of 
-:a\ . s, without euuinerating tln.se notni- 
i ally free, because the "institution" for- 
bade their admission to the full rights uf 
manhood. These slaves were distributed 
over fifteen States of this Union, including 
Kentucky and her slaves, two hundred and 
thirty thousand. The largest number of 
the "four million were made free by the 
proclamation ol January 1, 1863* Maryland, 
West Virginia and Missouri, and the In- 
dian tribes, catching the inspiration of free- 
dom, and falling into the current of uatioual 
progress, have, by their own act destroyed 
slavery within their respective limits, leav-

These two propositions, that slavery in 
Kentucky was part of the general system 
which in fact extended over the whole 
United States, aud that it was a pait of the 
political system of Kentucky, are so im- 
portant to "my view of the case that 1 will, 
at the risk of being thought tedious, pre- 
sent them ugain and consider them to- 
gether. 

Actual slavery, the personal subjugation 
and control ol slaves, was found only iu 
certain of the States and Territories of the 
I inted States and amongst a lew of the 
Indian tribes, but in its iufiuence it extend- 
ed over the United States, and the pollaj 
and measures of the United States aud 
of most of the separate States was directed 
to its support. 

I say nothing in this connection of the 
indirect but steady efibrts of the United 
States Government to prevent persons of 
African descent from acquiring a national 
status, which, when gained, would be in- 
consistent with the enslavement of the 
whole race, but will content myself with 
referring to the direct acts of the Govern- 
ment, which were designed to aid the in- 
stitution of slavery. The uiost striking of 
these acts were, the Fugitive Slave Law of 
17t>3 and ls'x); the acts of the Government 
denying them the right to become the ear- 
ners < f the public mails; tbe denial of their 
citizenship, ey«n though born free; the de- 
nial of their competency as witnesses in 
the courts of justice unless made so by local 
law*; thedeuial of their right to sue in t lie 
courts of the United Slates and oi'tbeir right 
to appeal to the political department of the 
United States for protection against the acts 
oi the States however oppressive and un- 
just. They were as carefully excluded 
from all participation in the Government of 
the United States as they were from any 
share in the government of the so-called 
slave States, and the Government of the 
United States declined to protect them or 
indeed to recognize their existence except 
when such recognition was demanded by 
tbe interests of slavery. The local influ- 
ence in all the so-called free States tended 
m the same direction. Negn es wtre ex- 
cluded from many of the free States by 
law. They were not protected by the laws 
of many of the free States, as they were 
not allowed to testify iu the courts, and 
what was ot far more importance, all the 
agencies by which public opinion was con- 
trolled—political parties and assemblies, 
religious bodies aud the press— gave their 
powerful inllueuce to the support of the en- 
slavement of the African race, while the 
courts and juries of the United Slates con- 
curred in asserting for the master his right 
to MMM his s aves wherever they might be 
found, and imprisoning or otherwise pun- 
ishing anv citizens who obstructed this 
right. 

It may be justly said that up to the com- 
mencement of the late civil war the action 
of the United States and ol all the State!* 
i for there was somethiug in the policy ot 
those most hostile which looked iu that di- 
rection) and of the great political parties 
and religious bodies concurred in the sup- 
port of slavery as the natural and proper 
.••..ndilion of the African aud mixed rat es, 
and as the proper system of governm nt 
for them. 1 do not forget that their capacity 
lor and right to freedom was timidly hinted 
Ly a few, but their veices were lost iu the 
universal denial everywhere vociferated. 
It was the political system recognized by 
the United States aud all the Slates of the 
Union for the government of tbe African 
and mixed races. 

This system has passed away — has per- 
iatawsl forever. In I860 its supporters de- 
manded new guarantees and they were re- 
fused them by tbe American people. They 
appealed from the ballot box, repudiated 
the authority of the Government, renounc- 
ed the protection afforded to the system bv 
the Constitution and the laws and policy of 
the United States and tbi.t support which 
slavery had found iu the laws ot all the 
loyal States, and in the habits, and even 
tbe prejudices ol their people. Kentucky, 
with her loyal sisters, after some delay, 
espoused the cause of the country and con- 
curred in the reversal of the national jolicy 
with respect to slavery. Although there 
were signs of the coming change, it was not 
until the 22d day of September, IStiU, that 
Mr. Lincoln, the President of the United 
States, announced the fact that slavery and 
rebellion were identical, and that il the re- 
bellion did not cease by the voluntary act 
of the rebels, slavery must die. On that 
day, amid the gloom inspired by the disas- 
ters sutfered by our armies upon the Poto- 
mac he issued his proclamation declaring 
ni> purpose to issue on the first day of Jan- 
uary, Iso;}, his further proclamation giving 
freedom to all persons theu held as slaves 
in the States and parts ot States, the people 
whereof should then be in rebellion against 
the authority of the United States. 

On the first day of January, 18HL the 
warning of the President having produced 
no effect, he issued that State paper which 
has become historical. In it he designates 
certain States and parts of Slates wuerein 
the people thereof respectively were on that 
daj in rebellion against the authority of the 
United States, and did order and declare 
tbat all persous held as slaves in said desig- 
nated Stales and parts of States, "are, and 
from henceforward shall be free," and 
pledged the Government to maintain their 
freedom, aud what is quite as significant 
aud important iu its bearing upon the point 
in controversy, assuming that the words 
already quoted had accomplished the fact of 
emancipation, the President proceeded to 
address the people made free in language 
only proper to be used to those who had be- 
come citizens aud freemen and a part ol the 
people of the United States subject to his 
authority like others, and bound to give to 
tbe Government effective support. He 
warned them to abstain from all violence 
unless in necessary self-defense; he urged 
them to industry aud intimated to them the 
new relations aud duties to which they had 
by this act become subject by informing 
them that such of them as were of suitable 
erudition would be received into the mili- 
tary service of the United States. 

By this proclamation tbe antagonism of 
slavery to the national existence was as- 
serted, and the status of the African and 
mixed races was acknowledged to be 
cuauged; they were appealtd to as men by 
the Chief Magistrate of the Republic 
Around this central, conspicuous act m ty 
be arranged all the other acts of the Gov- 
ernment, severing itself from the support of 
slavery. Not following any chronological 
order, observe what has l>een done. The 
acts in regard to fugitive slaves have been 
repealed by the Congress. Persons of the 
Airicau race haye been commissioned by 
the President officers ol the army. One of 
them has been admitted to the bar of the 
Supreme Oouii of lh*> United Sta.es as one 
of its officers. All the disabilities imposed 
upon them by acts of Congress are repealed. 
Colored persons are made by law compe- 
tent witnesses in all courts of justice sittiug 
under the authority ol the I listed Stales, 
aud colored men are euroled under the au- 
of an act of Congress as part of the 
id to crown all, the Presi- 



mixed races within 
their limits were still slaves, might be said 
to retain two huudred and forty thousand. 
Three millions, seveu hundred and sixty 
thousand of the original number being now 
free. 

It might be said that the reversal of the 
National policy iu regard to slavery, the 
repeal of all federal laws for its protection, 
ihe condemnation of this system by all the 
loyal States, would destroy it, but to this 
may be added the actual emancipation of 
three million seven hundred and sixty 
thousand of the five millions to give force 
to the blow. But concede for a moment 
that the "divine institution" possessing 
more vitality than any thing of earthy 
origin, lives in spite ot these assaults. Let 
us enter Kentucky and explore the facts 
aud sec if there are not additional reasons 
for insisting that it has ceased. Of the 
whole number of slaves in Kentucky 
twenty-eight thousand eight hundred and 
eighteen are volunteers or were drafted and 
altorwards entered in the army of the 
United States, and therefore lie. Tbaix 
wives aud children, whose freedom Gover- 
nor Bramlette says is acquiesced in by the 
people ol Kentucky, from reliable data, 
number seventy two thousand and forty- 
five, making an aggregate of one hundred 
thousaud eight huudred and sixty-three. 
One hundred and twenty-nine thousaud 
one hundred and thirty-seven persons of 
the four millions once slaves are all that 
are left in bondage. 

But, unhappily for the United States and 
for Kentucky, a "large number of Bar la rg Bit 
slaveholders are compromised by their con- 
nection with the late rebellion. Pardoned 
as rebels, whether by the general amnesty 
or a particular act of the President, they 
renounced slavery— as unpardoned rebels 
they own neither houses, lands, or slaves. 
This class of persons were, when they were 
more willing to be classed as rebels than 
now, supposed to have owned on© half of 
the slaves not embraced within the enu- 
meration of soldiers and their iamilies, 
making say sixty-live thousand; thus one 
huudred and sixtv-nve thousand of the 
two hundred and thirty thousand are free. 
Of four millious of slaves three millions 
nine hundred and thirty-live thousand are 
free and sixty-live thousand slaves. Will 
anyone, after this array of facts, deny that 
the system of slavery is destroyed, or that 
all are free? Let us suppose that all had 
been free, as free as the white American 
citizen claims to be, and that the same pro- 
portion, fifty-nine sixtieths, of them at 
one swoop by specilic acts ainu d at tin- 
whole race had bevn suddenly subjected to 
a slavery as hopeless and as complete as 
that from which the race has emerged, 
what would be the degree of freedom 
which could be enjoyed by the small num- 
ber who escaped the blow? • 

Slavery was the system of government 
for the African and mixed races, and with 
all its evils, its wrongs and injustice per- 
mitted, if not always practiced, towards its 
subjects, it atili afforded them a degree ol 
protection. It is now subverted, and it has 
no longer the strength to control or protect 
the colored race, even If it had a technical 
legal existence. The pretended master has 
still, from the force of popular habits and 
opinions, the power to annoy his laie slave, 
but the i>ower to harrass and annoy lulls 
iar short of the power of control, which is 
of the esseuce of slavery. It has ceased in 
fact, as it has in law, and it nee js to restore 
harmony between the races but that the 
truth shall be perceived and admitted. A 
war between the races has grown out of the 
tenacity which the dead claims of pretend- 
el masters are persisting in. A OOOflict 
which harrasses the freed people disap- 
points and irritates the late master, dis- 
turbs the labor S3*stera of the State, compels 
the blacks to idleuess aud crime. The only 
solution consistent with sound views of the 
case, and of the true policy to be preserved, 
of humanity, justice and right, is to ac cept 
the logic of facts and pronounce all to be 
free, and that they a-e to be protected as 
free, John M. Palmer.

"Respectfully returned to the Hon. Secre- 
tary of War, after carefully considering the 
complaints of tbe Hon. Green Clay Smith 
and Governor Bramlette, of Kentucky, 
against Major General J. M. Palmer, and 
h;s reply, together with the rejoiuder of Mr. 
Smith. I am satisfied that Mr. Smith in his 
complatnt and rejoinder eontirnn the con- 
clusion-, to which one would naturally ar- 
rive on reading the reply of Gen. Palmer, 
that he has administered the affairs of bis 
department with justice and tidelit}', and 
looking only to the interest of the Govern- 
ment of the" United States and State of Ken- !

Captain George Green, of the de'ective 
force, heard of the affair, and sent a strong 
force to capture the clothing dealers. The 
appearance of this force occasioned a stam- 
pede. But few escaped, however, and the 
police force returned with about one hun- 
dred of the dealers. They were all pa- 
roled, to appear at Captain Green's office 
this morning. In the meantime, the sol- 
diers will be allowed to depart in peace.

The Mexican Muddle — IntercedJucr for 
Wlrz. 

Washington, Oct. 25.— Positive informa- 
tion has been received that President 
Juarez was at El Paso, in the State of Chi- 
huahua, on the 26th of September.

He, 
himself, as well as the President, wished 
that civil law should b<- again untrammeh d 
by military, but the negroes, having lest 
thu protection of their masters, need some 
guaiuutee tor lh'.' safety of their interests, 
and until the State has allowed freedmen to 
testify in its courts, he was free to say that 
the Bureau would continue. The Presi-
